Figures 2-4 have been labeled "Prior Art" as being consistent with the Specification, page 10. 



2. Claims 1-9 are allowed. Following is the reason for allowance: 

US 5,759,437 to Datta et al, discloses to wet etch a TiW using bath ingredients of 
hydrogen peroxide, EDTA, and a dicarboxylic acid (preferred oxalic acid [col. 3]). US 6,468,413 
to Fanti et al discloses removing exposed layers 18, 20 above a lower layer using glycerol, 
potassium sulfate and potassium phosphate, then removing the lower layer 16 using K-EDTA, 
potassium sulfate and potassium phosphate [Fig. 6 and col. 6]. 

None of the cited arts discloses, inter alia, "rinsing the electronic component; contacting 
the rinsed component with an oxalic acid solution while the electronic component is still wet."
